In  its  preparation 
I  have  endeavored  to  carry  out  the  intention  of  the 
N.  D.,  but  with  nothing  to  guide  me,  except  the  reso- 
lution, it  would  not  be  singular  if  many  things  of 
value  to  the  Order,  which  might  have  :r  en  inserted 
were  omitted.  Some  features  not  contained  in  the 
resolution  have  been  added,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
publication  will  be  satisfacljory  to  the  National 
IXivision.
